E ast Saginaw, October 17th.—It was 
about 10 o’cloc k this m orning when Mr. 
Blaine's special train started from Saginaw 
for Bay City. 
Elaborate preparations had 
been made for Ids reception. 
H e and Gen­ 
eral Frem ont were escorted through tiie 
city to the stand in the Bark, around which 
were assembled 15,000 people. 
After a 
short speech by Senator Palm er Mr. Blame 
was introduced. 
H e spoke very briefly and 
then introduced General Frem ont. 
B oth 
were received very enthusiastically, and 
when Senator I’altner spoke of the im por­ 
tance of the tariff to the people engaged in 
the salt works and in lum bering, iie was 
loudly applauded. There was a large pro­ 
cession which Mr. Blaine was expected to 
review, but tim e would not permit. 


NEVER WAS A KNOW-NOTHING. 
D etroit, 
October 
17th. — The 
best- 
arranged reception given to Mr. Blaine, so 
far, on bis trip through Michigan, was at 
Flint. Dispensing w ith carriages and the 
paraphernalia of a procession,the local com­ 
m ittee had erected a stand on a flat ear, on 
which Mr. Biaine stepped from the train. 
Around the stand there was a very large 
and enthusiastic m eeting of several thou­ 
sand people. Blaine spoke itere at greater 
length than usual. A fter calling attention 
to the protective tariff as the great issue of 
the campaign, and expressing his belief 
th at Michigan, a State so much interested, 
would follow tiie lead of Ohio, he said : 
I have received sinee I have been in this State 
two or three letters from persons askiug me to 
state whether 1 had ever been a member of the 
Know-Nothing party. In connection with these 
inquiries from persons in Michigan, I have re­ 
ceived some telegrams from the Pacific coast, 
asking whether I was not a supporter of Kill- 
more when he ran in is.»; as a native American 
for the Presidency.

[Great 
cheering.] .Second, and still more objectionable, 
is the practice of shipping their crimináis to us, 
as has been done in some eases, the criminals 
being released liom punishment on condition

this country, which should 
not be permitted. [Cheers.] Third, if u tariff 
for protection is designed to elevate the laboring 
man in this country, and secure him good 
wages, and if it is not for that, it is not for any­ 
thing, then I think the custom which some men 
are trying to introduce of importing cheap con­ 
tract labor from foreign countries to compete 
with home labor ought to be prohibited.

not be given, but the vote by counties on 
Congressmen shows 58,544 Republican m a­ 
jorities and 40,126 Democratic. 
The net 
Republican m ajority on the Congressional 
vote is 18,418. 
W h y th e M ajority in O h io is Cut D ow n 
N ew Y o r k , October 17th.—The Si in's 
special correspondent accompanying Mr. 
Blaine, telegraphs fr in Fast Saginaw: Mr. 
Blaine explains the cutting down of tiie 
Republican m ajority in Ohio by the foot 
th a t the agriculturists ot Ohio are in a 
measure infected with free trade doctrines. 
He will m ake a leisurely trip from here to 
Detroit. To-morrow (Saturday) he will go 
to Indiana over the Michigan Central, 
m aking a few stops.

N ew Y o r k, September 17th.—A Sun's 
W heeling, W. Va., special says: At 8 last 
night thirty-three 
counties, which cn-t 
nearly three-fourths of the vote of the 
State, had been heard from, and .they show 
a net Republican gain over the vote for 
Governor of 3,346, and 318 over the com ­ 
bined Democratic and Greenback vote of 
the last election. These counties give a 
Democratic majority of 2,861. A ny guess 
as to the result of the State is in vain, for 
the estimates made yesterday on counties 
which have reported to-day show dense ig­ 
norance of the facts. The Republicans re­ 
fuse to concede a Democratic m ajority of 
more than 5,000. The returns are very 
unsatisfactory. 
Ninc-tentlis of the dis­ 
patches are sim ilar to these: "S t. Marys, 
15. Court-house district: 
Maxwell, 
78; 
W ilson, 103; W infield. 16. 
H urricane dis­ 
trict: Maxwell. 13.” 
W hether 13 is a loss, 
gain or majority, no one knows. 
In most 
of the States a visit to the office of the Sec­ 
retary of State would settle the difficulty, 
but there is net in this State a list of elec­ 
tion precincts or their vote. The com pari­ 
son can he made only by a comparison 
w ith the tables ol' majorities in the counties 
four years ago. coin ¡filed front newspapers. 
The law compels the canvass by County 
Courts w ithin five days, Sundays not in ­ 
cluded, of the day of election. T his would 
indicate that the official returns would be 
received w ithin a few days, but it will take 
longer for an official canvass of the south­ 
ern tier to reach this city by m ail than it 
would to hear front California. 
In one in­ 
stance, w itlnn two years, the m em ber from 
McDowell county reached this city before 
the vote of his county had been received. 
W h e e l in g , October 17th.— As far as 
heard from, twenty-eight counties of this 
State give Democratic majorities of 12.133, 
and twenty-two counties give Republican 
majorities of 0,277. 
The Democratic ma­ 
jority is 2,856, w ith four counties to hear 
from, which may increase the Democratic 
majority 1,200. The Democratic plurality 
in 1880 was 16,136, and 3,100 over the Re­ 
publicans and Green backers. This year the 
Republicans and Greenbackers fused. 
It 
appears, however, th at the 
Democratic 
Greenbackers in most counties went back 
to their party, and the Republican Green- 
baekers did the same. Tim campaign was 
virtually a square issue between the R epub­ 
licans and Democrats. 
The total vote will 
surpass any in the history of the State.

W ashington. October 17tli.—The Demo­ 
crats in W ashington, who made the mis­ 
take of supposing that the German work­ 
ingm en of <>liio were foolishly enough to 
vote for the party of free trade, because tbe 
head of the ticket of the party to whom 
they are indebted fir the higher wages 
they receive, their im proved social con­ 
dition, and m any other benefits they derive 
from the protection afforded the industries 
in which they are engaged, favored pro­ 
hibition, are now roundly abusing the Ger­ 
m ans and laying the blame of the late de­ 
feat in Ohio a tlh e ir doors. Some reason 
m ust be given lor their failure to make good

Professor J. E. Clayton has just returned 
from a m onth’s trip through the western 
part of M illard county, north of Sevier 
Lake, Beaver I.ake District, Walt W ah 
Range, Star District and Bradshaw Dis­ 
trict. 
One of the special objects of the 
trip was to astrcrtain tin- locality m entioned 
in Lieutenant Sim pson’s report to tiie W ar 
D epartm ent in 1853 or 1854, wherein lie 
stated that he had found w hite b -paz. T he 
w hite crystal is an exceedingly rare one, 
the majority so far being yellow. The 
Professor found the topaz on Lieutenant 
Sim pson's trail, about 35 miles north of 
Sevier Lake. 
H e traced them to their 
source, 
in 
order 
to 
find 
out 
the 
rock whence they came. 
He found the 
source 
in 
amygdaloid 
cavities 
in 
a 
purplish gray traychite, and brougnt in 
200 or 400 beautiful specimens. 
Owing to 
there beingno water in the neighborhood, he 
«xuild spend only a few hours in m aking th e 
collection. So rare, indeed, are these stones 
there are not enough in tiie world to give 
each cabinet one. 
They are of no special 
value except as curiosities. 
Perfect ot.es 
are, however, som etim es used lor ring sets 
in, im itation of diam onds, m aking the clos­ 
est im itation to .the real diam ond of any 
stone. 
Prof. George M aynard, to whom 
the specimens were shown, although lie is 
a thorough geologist and mineralogist, and 
has traveled extensively through Europe 
and this country, and hits seen 1 lie speci­ 
mens in all the large mineralogieal cabin­ 
ets. stated that he hail never before seen a 
white topaz. 
The discovery is a verv in ­ 
teresting one from a mineralogieal point of 
view.—[Salt Lake Tribune.

Fverv town and hamlet is interested in 
it, every State is agitated by it, and soon 
this whole nation will he shaken by it as 
the trees of the forest are shaken by a 
mighty wind. Another irrepressible con­ 
flict is coming in the history of the United 
States ol America, and the current of 
events is setting steadily and swiftly to­ 
wards the impending crisis. Total absti­ 
nence from intoxicating drinks as a bever­ 
age has been settled as the only true prin­ 
ciple of temperance, at least in this age 
and nation, and the absolute extermination 
of tiie traffic in these drinks is now the 
work to be done. This position is taken 
by the Christian Church of nearly' ail de­ 
nominations.

We are compelled to believe 
tliat in coming up to the high plane of total ab­ 
stinence from ail intoxicating liquors as n bev­ 
erage. and of determined and irreconcilable 
hostility to the drinking saloon, as the sworn 
foe of all that is best and purest in our civiliza­ 
tion, the ( hnrch of Christ is simply following 
tiie standard of her Jiivine leader. She can 
take no step backward. She hears in the word 
and in Divine I'rovidencetliecommand, " Speak 
to the cliiidien of Israel, that they go forward," 
and with unwavering courage and inflexible 
determination she will go forward to glorious 
victories over the great foe ol God and m an.— 
[Minutes 1884, p. *2. 
Your committee would cali attention of 
members of the Synod to the entire action 
of the last Assembly on this subject, and 
to the report of tiie Assembly’s Permanent 
Committee, us showing 
the 
advanced 
ground now held by our church, and the 
zeal and energy with which our highest 
representative body is pushing this great 
reform. 
The State of California will he the field 
of the hardest battle, and the Synod of 
the l’aciite would do well to study carefully 
the s;><- iai a pccts of the temperance ques­ 
tion pr< eiit,-d in this westernmost border 
of Christian civilization. 
Our Sabbath 
law lias been repealed by the Legislature 
solely at the demand of the liquor trade, 
and every law tending in any way to re­ 
strict tliji* traffic is systematically disre­ 
garded. 
We have one saloon to every 100 
of our population, 
in San Francisco, ac­ 
cording to a report of that Presbytery, 
there is one saloon to every eleven voters. 
The drinking habits of the population and 
the political |>owcr of the saloons make 
the question of temperance a very difficult 
one. 
But there is one feature of Califor­ 
nia which may well make us pause if weex- 
pect in this State a quick and easy victory. 
This is a wine-producing State, and every 
year sees new vineyards started. 
Native 
wine is already looked upon as one of the 
staple products of California, and the peo­ 
ple expect the wine trade will be far 
greater than now in a few years. The 
prospect is that California will become 
another France in the production of wine, 
and although, to the careless observer, an 
increased trade in wine seems like pros­ 
perity, to the serious man it is a dark cloud 
overshadowing the future of our State. 
We would report the following resolu- 
lutions: 
1. That we cordially adopt the declaration of 
the Heueral Assembly upon temperance as our 
expression upon this great subject. 
2. Wc earnestly recommend the officers and 
members of our churches to avoid all complic­ 
ity with the wine traliie, either in !he produc­ 
tion and sale of vine or in the raising of grapes 
for Use purpose.

is being revived 
cities of the State to secure 
the closing of mercantile houses at an early 
hour in the evening. Kvery consideration 
involving the welfare, physical and mental, 
of the employed class, favors it. 
It is not 
reasonable that in stores and shops longer 
hours of service should be exacted than ¡11 the 
workshops. W hether the clerks use their 
evening hours ill or well, of course con­ 
cerns the employers, but bare suspicion 
that by the few they may be squandered is 
not sufficient reason for keeping a large 
class of employes at labor after other work­ 
ing men and women have ceased from 
daily tusks. Observation convinces us that 
the great mass o f clerks im prove evening 
hours w hen allotted them , and th at hut few 
misuse them , liven these will snatch from 
the night hours of rest nearly an equiva­ 
lent of tim e for unprofitable purposes if 
long labor hours are exacted. As a rule, 
the clerk m ust go to his task at the same 
hour as the mechanic, and, as a rule, re­ 
main at labor from three to four hours 
longer. We believe it is quite generally con­ 
ceded by the public that early closing 
should prevail, and the chief reason mov­ 
ing m erchants in opposition to the system, 
is that a few will always be found who will 
not adhere to the agreement, but will keep 
trading places open in the hope to "get the 
better” of their business competitors. But 
if the m erchant is convinced that early 
closing benefits the employe, and better 
qualifies him to discharge his duties, he 
should act upon the conviction irrespective 
of the refusal of his neighbor to do so. 
The whole tendency of modern tim es is to 
lighten the burden:; of labor, w ithout de­ 
preciating the reward. The world is con­ 
vinced there are other considerations than 
those of gain in this m a tte r; that business 
interests arc best conserved by prom oting 
the physical, m ental and intellectual well­ 
being of the employed classes. It would he 
difficult to find the business man nowadays 
so hold as to claim that the longer hours 
lie works his employes, the greater the re­ 
sults to him . There is a limit, which, when 
reached, makes the task so irksome that it 
is ill performed, and that lowers thcstand- 
ards of vigor and ability for the whole 
round of working hours. 
We do not be­ 
lieve that there is any financial loss to 
sellers of goods by reason of closing their 
shops, say at f! in the afternoon. 
Even at 
that hour the employe cannot secure free­ 
dom before 7, since closure does not mean 
absolute cessation from labor. 
The post 
closing hour will always dem and some ser­ 
vice of the m ercantile employe. 
It follows 
that th e clerk is confined at labor at least 
one. and most often two hours longer than 
his feilow-workingman at the forge or lathe, 
even under the early closing system. So far 
as public opinion can atl'eet the question it 
should be cast in favor of the. lesser hours 
j of labor. T 11 lit opinion is the aggregate of 
I individual sentim ent, and it therefore de- 
| vnlves oil every citizen holding to these 
¡ views to m ake them manifest to the midd­ 
lin g of public judgm ent in favor of release 
' from labor at the earlv hour.

Yet it is precisely upon such a sys­ 
tem that every well-regulated private busi­ 
ness is conducted. There could be nosteal­ 
ing by the officer charging the fee forservh e 
performed, if the law required paym ent to 
be made to another officer upon the certifi­ 
cate of the official m aking tire charge. Pre­ 
cisely such a system of checks is established 
against the State Treasurer, who can neither 
receive nor pay out except upon the certifi­ 
cate of the Controller. W hat good reason 
can be advanced against applying it to all 
other departments 
of 
the 
State gov­ 
ernm ent? 
W hat 
hardship 
would, 
it 
work upon the clt’zen t > apply to the 
Controller, for instance, or the Treasurer, 
for a given service by the Secretary of State 
or the Surveyor-General ? 
Under such a 
system the Treasurer or Controller would 


break down. 
The New Y ork 
Tribune 
hits the nail upon the head when it 
says that “ diet and hours have probably 
quite as m uch to do in the establishm ent of 
abnorm al conditions of health as any pos­ 
sible educational pressure.” 
But exercise 
and mental relaxation, absolute w ithdraw al 
from the thought of study, are equally es­ 
sential. 'T he duty of th e parent is one 
that m ust ever he awake to adjust the 
dem ands upon the intellectual and the 
physical being, so that neither shall take 
harm . 
A nd when friction sets in and a 
conflict arises between the tw o.that reason 
teaches will result in ill, there is hut one 
judgm ent for the parent to form and that 
is in favor of the physical. 
It is by no 
means certain that the suggestion of our 
contem porary for increased gymnastic ex­ 
ercises for girls in schools is wise. 
We 
incline to the belief th at where weak con­ 
stitutions show signs of failing, hom e train­ 
ing, free open air exercise, the rom ping 011 
the play-ground, the relaxation that m aybe 
indulged in at hom e are preferable to the 
methodical training of the school gym na­ 
sium. Not but th at this latter may well be 
established for the use of pupils from 
choice, but it rem ains that it is w ithin 
** school hours,” if the use is enforced, and 
in a sense, therefore, school gymnasium 
training keeps up the strain of “ school 
hours.” 
W here it is obvious that a child 
is failing physically at school, short hours, 
fewer studies, and more of hom e and open 
air exereiseand a diet regulation will, in the 
vast majority of cases, prove the best reme­ 
dies, preferable to medicine, gym nasium s 
and aid in study. 


Very few of our ('.instils fail to complain, 
in their reports to the State D epartm ent, 
of the shiftless m anner in which our ex­ 
porters pack their goods. 
In the many re- 
poris w * have 1 *. • nti 11**■ 1 for a year, this 
com plaint has been a chief 011c. 
li it was 
merely a matter of retiro;:; 1*. and no more, 
it vottld not b.* so im portant. 
But it is in 
evidence that the cheap and careless m eth­ 
od- employed by our m erchants and ttmnn- 
taeiurers in (lacking arc rapidly and per­ 
m anently injuring our foreign tra It*. The 
latest instance is that of the complaint 
from Ecuador, with which we have a large 
trade. Consul Beach reports from Guaya­ 
quil th at our parking is so inferior to that 
of the German and English that our trade 
is seriously menaced. 
We do not make onr 
packages sufficiently compact, in order to 
reduce m easurem ent; wc make up our 
goods in too l.trg • packages; nails arc 
driven carelessly, and do not hold in the 
soft wood em ployed; we ttse tin s > thin 
that a large per cent of fluid goods -as 
oils—is lost by breakage. 
We use m atting 
.sometimes, when we should use boxes. 
We do not put up our goods in small 
enough packages to enable the m erchant to 
tal; * from the custom-house a part of a 
shipm ent. 
We do not pack our glassware 
with sufficient care, an 1 so on. 
But the 
English and Gorman exporters comply 
with all the rcquircm enis the omission of 
which the recitals indicate go to our debit. 
Like complaints come so frequently, and 
from such widely-separated regions, and arc 
so uniformly represented «s serious and 
threatening to our trade, that American 
merchants cannot longer afford to ignore 
thorn. 
W hile by -lighting our packing we 
mav be turning a nim ble sixpence, wc arc 
■.origin. " in the long run," to fail to turn 
the honest shilling.

Suggestion of new 
crim e, it 
is 
well 
known, often comes from commission in 
the first instance. 
Thus it is now deemed 
exceptional if one cspec. ally startling m ur­ 
der stands upon the recent record alone 
for any great length of tim e. 
In the m a­ 
jority of instances it is followed h.v several 
other m urders in the sam e country of 
about equal atrocity. 
It is m ore reasonable 
to attribute this fact to suggestion than to 
claim, as some fanciful theorists do, that 
there are certain conditions and com bina­ 
tions of influences beyond the control of 
m an that at certain periods incline them to 
homicidal crime. 
If there was anything 
thinkable in the superstition, it would 
need a broader basis th an the fact that a 
few great crimes are alm ost invariably 
'com m itted w ith hut sm all intervals of 
time. 
For, if exterior conditions thus 
actuate m en, there w ould he far broader 
evidence of it, and a great num ber oi 
hum an beings w ould lie subject to them . 
In the m atter of incendiary crimes, it is a 
statistical fact that they closely follow one 
another, after great lapses of tim e in which 
incendiarism 
is com paratively unheard 
of. 
It 
will occur to 
the thoughtful, 
therefore, 
that 
the sequence of 
such 
crimes is due to the fact that one great 
incendiary act suggests to other crim inals 
the commission of like acts. 
There is, 
then, nothing unnatural in w hat we term 
the “ m ania " or frenzy periods. They are 
sim ply the result of silly im itation, love of 
tem porary rom antic notoriety in the case 
of elopm cnts, and the suggestion to com­ 
m it crime to men 
ready to work 
ill 
upon their fellow-men for the sake of 
plunder. 
In the case of suicides, which 
certainly do develop in groups, it is the 
same cause in another form, the suggestion 
to th e disappointed and despairing to fol­ 
low the exam ple of one of more courageous 
or more rash.

“ OVER-PRESSURE.” 


In England and our own country there 
has been much recent debate of the ques­ 
tion of over-pressurc upon school children. 
It has very frequently assumed that the 
common school curriculum was too severe 
fir certain juvenile intellects. 
Every now 
and then some lad or miss dies, of whom it 
is said over-application in an effortto ac­ 
complish school tasks, was the cause. But 
it is not true that it is chargeable to the 
svstetn, however popular to say so, since 
out of the hundreds of thousands of school 
pupils, only a very. very few lire 
e application 
ak down 
by reason of severe application fo study. 
It is not jit.'t. therefore, to lay at the door 
of the system abnorm al results. No system 
of study worth pursuing can be established 
that will not hear heavily here and there 
uiion a pupil. In any considerable num ber 
o f pupils-there will always be found a few. 
who, if not properly restrained will over­ 
task themselves, or find certain studies une­ 


q u a l to their powers. 
But the fact is that 
the over-tasking is nearly always due to 
physical causes. 
It is not so m uch appli­ 


c a tio n , as it is neglect of the physical. If

work bv the m anufacturer.

T he following article is from the Grass 
Valley Tidings, and is front the pen of a 
representative o f that vigorous journal, 
who spent a recent vacation in Sacramento, 
and was favorably im pressed l*y the city 
and its trade advantages: 
Sacramento, the capital of our Golden 
State, is situated very nearly in the geo­ 
graphical center of the State.

each has a weekly edition. The Rei o h d - 
Union lias on its staff’some of the brightest 
newspaper men on the const, and its col­ 
um ns are always tilled with all tin* latest 
telegraphic news of the world, and it is 
also noted for the sound comm on sense 
views which it takes of all matters. 
The Ike is not behind its neighbor the 
Record-U niox in the m atter of news, and 
it is regarded as one of tiie most wi.le- 
aw akf and enterprising papers on the 
coast. 
Both the Rk« op.p-Union and the Her 
have done much for N orthern California, 
and still continue in the good work. 
It is 
owing to these papers that the Im m igra­ 
tion Society of Northern California was 
formed a short time since. 
(W e believe

In 1872 a thousand m arked salmon were 
turned into the NVeser, but not until a few 
weeks ago was the first capture of a 
marked fish reported—the fish lieing taken 
n e a r the place where it was put into the 
river, it- weight being fully th irty pounds, 
and its marks showing th a t it was thirteen 
veais old in 1872.

In 18711 was an officer in the Spanish arm y: 
an unhappy accident com pelled me to dessert 
and I em braced the Cuban cause.

olieial representation th at she had in foreign 
land, by w hich I decided to return to the Island 
and take orders o f Executive Power.

of the place, w hich I kept in a secret of my 
valise.

Form erly being denounced as a desertor officer, 
I am also under m ilitary preceding and ¡‘end­ 
ing of personal identification. 
Soon after ibe w ar was over as a m iserable 
bargain in w hich everything was boughtMmd 
sold, the Spanish gold m ade o f me ancient fel­ 
low ship m y greatest enem ies and by m eans of 
bad aits they have em ploy and em ploy and to 
th e powerful! influence they have acquired w ith 
th eir treason, I have no hope of my liberty but 
by opening m y prison w ith a </:»/•( key, which 
key, w ith th e help of God and yours I expect to 
:et soon. 
To rescue th e values it is necessary to get free 
my lttgage, that is affected to th e costs of the 
preceding in order to rescue the croquis, w ith­ 
out w hich nothing can be done. This w ill be 
the only expense w orth of m ention th a t the 
atfair will cause and w hich expense you must 
pay. because in m y actu al poorness it is im¡>o*.-i- 
tile for m e to attend them . 
As a rew ard for your services I w ill give you 
one-third j -art of said values, paying you also 
the expenses you m ay advauce to recuperate 
them . 
I pray you, for your honor, to keep the great- 
e-t secret and not to lt-t it know to anyone : con­ 
sidering that an im prudence should acelérate 
the evils th at I w ant to avoid w ith your help, 
recom euding you for precaution to "sign vour 
letters only w ith vonr initials an d rem it them 
in the form i indicate bellow, because otherw ise 
they rvould be intercepted by m r enem ies. 
Your urgent answ er is w anted, reserving m y­ 
self for w hen I get it to rem it you the docum ents 
that will patentizo th e afluir.

o r th e N o r th e r n C a lifo r n ia I m m ig r a tio n 
A ss o c ia tio n . 
F ollow ing is the constitution and by­ 
laws adopted by I lie Board o f Directors o f 
the Northern California Im m igration Asso­ 
ciation. at its m eeting held in Sacramento 
oil Monday, October 13, 1884. 
It w ill be of 
interest to readers located w ithin the sec­ 
tion of the State included in this im m igra­ 
tion m ovem en t: 
CONSTITUTION. 
W iiebkas, experience has show n that in 
order to develop the resources o f a country 
or district o f a country, and to attract to it 
a desirable ciass o f im m igration, ail organ­ 
ized effort o f the citizens o f such country 
or district is necessary ; 
and whereas, the 
counties o f Amador, Butte, Colusa, El Do­ 
rado, Lassen, Lake, Modoc, Nevada, Placer, 
Flum as, Sacramento, Sierra, Shasta, Siski­ 
you, Solano, Sutter, Teham a, Trinity, Y olo 
and Y uba possess an unity o f interest, and 
should work in harm ony; therefore be it 
resolved: 
ARTICLE I. 
Section 1. That an Association is hereby 
formed which shall be known as the Im m i­ 
gration Association o f Northern California. 
Section 2. It shall be under the control 
and direction o f a Board of Directors, tobe 
composed o f one Director from each o f the 
above counties, and an additional Director 
from the city o f Sacramento, or o f such 
counties as shall continue in the organiza­ 
tion. to be appointed as hereinafter pro­ 
vided. 
The Board of Directors shall im ­ 
m ediately organize liv the election «f such 
officers, and the adoption o f such rules and 
regulations for its own governm ent, u.s it 
shall from tim e to tim e deem expedient. 
Section 3. In each county o f this district 
there shall he a sub-association formed, to 
co-operate with and further the general ob­ 
jects of this Association. 
Section 4. The central office o f this Asso­ 
ciation shall be in the city o f Sacramento.

efficacy of this insecticide, but to 1: vp the 
truth to the front in the matter. 


THE REMEDIES AND STATEMENTS 


Published in the R e co r d -U x io n as the 
results of careful and repeated experim ents 
m ay be given as the best answer to the 
very wild remarks of the State Inspector, 
and said reincdi -s and experim ents are as 
follow s:

T he W asliington M onum ent. 
The blocks sent by States for the W ash­ 
ington monument have usually a State 
cout-of-arms upon them, with some appro­ 
priate inscription. 
Some, however,' have 
the name of the State cut in large letters. 
This is the ’case with Maine, Minnesota 
and South Carolina. 
Maine’s block is of 
granite, 4x2 feet, bearing the single word 
“ Maine.” South Carolina has only the 
name of the State with the State eoat-of- 
arms. 
The block was defaced by some 
vandal hands after it arrived, but lias been 
repaired. 
Most of the Southern States 
were rather demonstrative in their ex­ 
pressions of sentiment, and some of their 
inscriptions read rather curiously in the 
light of events which have transpired since 
they were presented. 
Louisiana's block, 
which was sent before the war, boars “ Ih e 
State of Louisiana : Ever fa ith fu l to tne 
Constitution and the I nion. 
It isa curious 
fact that the stone thus sent and inscribed 
crumbled away after Louisiana violated 
the ¡iledge she placed upon it. 
It has since 
been replaced by a large block of Louis­ 
iana marble bearing the same inscription. 
Georgia Ills inscribed upen the stone 
which she sent “The Union as it was; the 
Constitution as it is. 
Alabama's block, 
which is of native marble, bears the words, 
“A Union of equality as adjusted by the 
Constitution.” 
Florida sends a stone hear­ 
ing her coat-of-arms, inscribed, “Florida 
sees in liis counsels safety, in his life an 
example, in his memory a perpetual bond 
of Union.” 
Tennessee sends a beautiful 
block of native marble, bearing the words, 
“The federal Union: it must be preserved.” 
The block sent by Kentucky, has the figure 
of Clay and Crittenden, with hands clasped, 
and in the face of the block. “ Under the 
auspices of 1 leaven and the precepts of 
Washington, Kentucky will be the last to 
give up the Union.” 
Missouri has in­ 
scribed upon her ottering, “The tribute of 
Missouri to the memory of Washington 
and a pledge bf her fidelity to the Union 
of the .States.” 
Illinois, “State Sovereignty 
and National Union,” which one might 
expect to see coming from a Southern 
State. Indiana furnishes the following: 
“Indiana knows no North, no South; 
nothing but Union.” 
Ohio’s limestone 
block lias, “The State of Ohio; the 
memory of Washington and the Union of 
the States. Sunto perpetua.” Wisconsin's 
block is 4x2 feet, bearing the words, “ Wis­ 
consin: admitted May 29, LS41.” 
Minne­ 
sota is represented by a small block of her 
famous pipe clay set in a handsome block 
of marble, and bearing the single word, 
“ Minnesota.” 
Iowa’s offering is a hand­ 
some limestone block inscribed, “ Iowa— 
Her affections, like the rivers of her 
borders, flow to an inseparable Union.” 
Brigham Young sent, long before liis 
death, a stone bearing the Utah coat of 
arms and inscribed, “ Holiness to the 
Lord,” and below the single word “ Des­ 
eret.” 
A plain stone marked “ Cherokee 
Nation ” shows the regard of the Chero- 
kees for the Government. 
Virginia sends 
three blocks. < >no of them is labeled 
“ Westmoreland county, the birthplace of 
Washington;” another marked “ \ irgiuia, 
who gave Washington to the country, 
gives this granite to his m o n u m e n ta n d 
the third is inserí lied, “ From Otter’s Sum­ 
mit. Virginia’s loftiest peak, to crown the 
monument of Virginia’s noblest son.” 


Uses o f A rctic E x p lo ra tio n . 
In 300 years there have been some 200 
Arctic voyages, for various purposes and 
with various fates. 
Tin* Grcelv expedi­ 
tion was but one of 13 expeditions; 500 
men passed two winters within the Polar 
circle, and 19 of them only were lost. And 
Lieutenant Ray says that the result of the 
observations of all th-.se expeditions will 
be the doubling of the knowledge of the 
magnetic forces. That is to say, as the 
Rev. Brooke Hereford state- in his admira­ 
ble sermon on this subject, “ Not one of all 
the 10,000 craft sailing to and fro among 
the many lands of earth but will be a little 
surer of its compass, a little closer in its 
reckoning, a little safer, than it ever was 
before.” 
Is this worth nothing? Is not 
the risk, the loss even, amply recompensed.’ 
But also, as Mr. Hereford points out, the 
moral qualities, the patience, the courage, 
the self-denial, the faith, the endurance, 
developed by these northern researches are 
incomparable. 
“ There is simply no other 
chapter in the history of human doings to 
lie" compared with it. 
Beside it the ad­ 
ventures of commerce aud conquest look 
greedy and base, the stories of chivalry 
are mere tinsel, the long heroism of the 
Crusades seems a fevered frenzy.” 
Cut 
bono* is not an argument to discourage the 
restless st,iil which the prospect of peril 
inspires, nor will the pathetic storv of the 
patient and generous endurance, amid 
apparently remediless suffering, which the 
record of the Greely expedition discloses, 
dismay or deter other Greelys from daring 
the same dangers. 
The Arctic story is one 
of the saddest, but it is also one of the 
noblest, in the annals of human heroism.— 
[Harper's Magazine.

General i 1. F. Sickles, the Colorado Com­ 
missioner to the New Orleans Exposition, 
was telling some friends a few days ago 
alxsut liis first glimpse of a mountain lion, 
i ie said: “ We were living up in the moun­ 
tains, and had quite a herd of cows, among 
them one, an old cow, who wore a bell.

ciple or with any success, as they never 
proved at all accurate. 
Until this clock 
was perfected, no one ever produced a clock 
of plain construction and general useful­ 
ness that would run longer than a week or 
a fortniglit'at the farthest. 
A view of this 
wonder would have delighted Huygens, 
the father of cloekmakers, who produced 
the first timc-pieec in the shape of a clock

A ncient R uins in Sonora. 
Ancient ruins have recently been dis­ 
covered in Sonora, Mexico, says the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat, which, if rejxirts 
are true, surpass anything of the kind yet 
found on this continent.' 
The ruins are 
said to be about four leagues southeast of 
Magdalena. There is one pyramid which 
has°a base of 1,350 feet, and rises to the 
bight of 750 feet. 
There is a winding 
roadway from the bottom leading up on an 
easy grade to the top, wide enough for car­ 
riages to pass over, said to he twenty-three 
miles in length; the outer walls on the 
roadway are laid in solid masonry, huge 
blocks of granite in rubbie-work, and the 
circles as uniform and the grade as regular 
as they could be made at this rlate by our 
best engineers. 
The wall is only occasion­ 
ally exposed, being covered over with 
debris and earth, and in many places the 
sahuaro and other indigenous plants and 
trees have grown up, giving the pyramid 
the appearance of a mountain. To the east 
of the pyramid a short distance is a small 
mountain, about the same size, which rises 
about the same bight, and, if reports are 
true, will prove more interesting to the 
arch-.cologist than the pyramid. 
There seems to be a heavy layer of a 
species of gypsum about half way up the 
mountain, which is as white as snow and 
may be cut into any conceivable shape, yet 
sufficiently hard to retain its shape after 
being cut. 
In this layer of stone a people 
of an unknown age have cut hundreds upon 
hundreds of rooms from 5x10 to 10x18 feet 
square. These rooms are cut out of the 
solid stone, and, so even and true are the 
walls, floors and ceilings, so (dumb and 
level, as to defy variation. 
There are no 
windows in the rooms, and but one en­ 
trance, which is always from the top. The 
rooms are about eight feet high from floor 
to ceiling: the stone is so white that it 
seems almost transparent, and the rooms 
are not at all dark. On the walls of these 
rooms are numerous hieroglyphics and 
representations of human forms,with hands 
and feet of human beings, cut in the stones 
in different places. 
But, strange to say, all 
the hands have fingers anil thumb, and the 
feet have six toes. 
Charcoal is found on 
the floors of many of the rooms, which 
would indicate that they; built fires in their 
houses. .Stone implements of every de­ 
scription are to be found in and about the 
rooms. The houses or rooms are one above 
the other to three or more stories hig h ; 
but between each story there is a jog or 
recess the full width of the room below, so 
that they present the appearance of large 
stop- leading up the mountain. 


A New C ure fo r S candal. 
One of the leading Methodist churches 
of Omaha lias just voted a tattling, scan­ 
dal-making woman out of church, ynd 
Friday night the members of the church 
gathered at the parsonage and held a jolli­ 
fication over it. 
This new and heroic way 
of curing scandal and treating scandal­ 
mongers is not unlikely to prove popular. 
For what church is there that has not 
its scandal-maker and dealer? 
It is not 
always a woman. Sometimes it is a man— 
and a man, when he is a gossip and tale­ 
bearer, excels in venom and ingenuity and 
industry all the daughters of Eve. 
But in 
>nc form or other almost every church 
membership lias its match for this person 
who hasju-st been voted out at Omaha. 
How gladly all congregations would be 
rid of the nuisance and annoyance. 
Why 
not a.-fopt the (dan and vote them out. 
Omaha has done something good at last, 
and intrcdu -ed a feature worthy of general 
adoption and capable of doing a great deal 
of good—if followed tip with courage and 
acted on with prudence. 
It might he well for one church in ea>-h 
community first to vote out its offending 
member. 
Perhaps this would be enough 
for any orfe town. For the scandal-seeking 
members in tlie other churches there 
would at once take alarm, and perhaps 
reform. 
It is doubtful if there is anything 
in a deliberate and confirmed scandal- 
makia that is worth saving for this world 
or the next. 
But it may lie that in some 
of them there is. 
If only one such viper, 
nestling in the bosom of the church, could 
really he converted from the evil way, and 
reformed, it would show the miraculous 
power oi' grace, and give more cause for 
rejoicing than would the conversion of 
ninety and nine common and unsanctimo- 
nious sinners. 
Pass the Omaha case around, and let 
one church in each community try it. 
It 
may he the long-needed cure for scandal 
in the church—the worst scandal in the 
world.

If you ask eight people out of ten now, 
they will tell you that they hate being 
read to.

Tlic- husband, at the end of 
a hard day’s work, returns home to pass 
the evening, absorbed in his book or doz­ 
ing over the fire, while the wife takes up 
her novel, or knits in silence. 
If he read 
to her, or if he could tolerate her reading 
to him, there would he community of 
thought, interchange iff ideas and such 
discussion as the fusion of two minds into 
any common channel cannot fail to pro­ 
duce. And it is often the sune when the 
circle is wider. 
I have known a large 
family to pass (he time between dinner 
and bedtime, each one with his* book or 
work, afraid to speak above liis breath, be­ 
cause “ it would disturb papa.” 
Is this 
cheerful, or wise, or conducive to that 
close union in a household which is a 
bond of strength through life, which the 
world can neither give nor take away? 
i 
cannot blame them, for they are all read 
abominably; and it is enough to have en­ 
dured the infliction of family prayers, 
gasped and mmnhlcd by the head of the 
family, to feel that listening to such a d- - 
livery foa any length of time would exas­ 
perate one beyond endurance. 
But it was not always so. 
Fn the last 
century—even as late as fifty years ago— 
reading aloud was regarded as an accom­ 
plishment worth the cultivation of those 
(especially those who lived in the country) 
with pretensions to taste, and it was, conse­ 
quently, far more frequently found enliv­ 
ening the domestic circle. There were 
fewer hooks, fewer means of locomotion, 
fewer pleasures of winter nights outside the 
four walls .ff the country parlor. The 
game «ff ciiUiage, or the sonata on the 
spinet did n >t occupy the entire evening 
after G o’«dock dinner, and Shakespeare 
and Miiton were more familiar to the 
young generation of tlio-e days than they 
are now—mainly, 1 fed persuaded, because 
they were accustomed to hear them read 
aloud. The ear, habituated to listen, is 
often a safer conduit to the memory in 
youth than the inattentive eye which 
rapidly skim- a page.—[Nineteenth Cen- 
tui v. 


T he l.c st M edicine. 
Speaking generally, it is not to the lab­ 
oratory of the chemist that we should go 
for our ¡xffash salts, but to the laboratory 
of nature, and more especially to that of 
the vegetable kingdom. They exist in the 
green parts of all vegetables. 
This is illus­ 
trated by the manufacture of commercial 
potash from the ashes of the twigs nn<i 
leaves of tiinber-trees. The more succu­ 
lent tin vegetabh- the greater tRe quantity 
of potash it contains, though there are 
some minor exceptions to this. 
As 1 have 
already stated, we extract and waste a 
considerable proportion of these salts when 
we boil vegetables and throw away the 
potage, which our wiser and more thrifty 
neighbors add to their every-day menu. 
When we cat raw vegetables, as in salads, 
we obtain all their (wtash. 
Fruits gener­ 
ally contain important quantities of potash 
salts, and it is tqton these especially that 
the possible victims of litkic acid should 
rely. 
Lemons and grapes contain them 
most abundantly. Those who cannot af­ 
ford to buy these articles of daily food mav 
use cream of tartar, which, when genuine, 
is the naturnal salt of the crape, thrown 
down in the manner I shall describe when 
on the subject of the cookery of wines.

FARM AND FRUIT. 


W h a t O u r N eighbors H ave to Say on 
T hese T opics. 
Under the head of “ The Fruit Out­ 
look,” the 
7Ye*.-' and 
Horticulturist of 
Riverside, Cal., says: The incomes from 
the orchards and vineyards of San Ber­ 
nardino county will be much larger this 
year than was anticipated. 
D. C. Twogood 
says he will have 2,000 boxes of oranges, 
and liis raisin grapes are yielding much 
better than lie expected. 
Heretofore Mr. 
Twogood has netted from liis orange crop 
$3 pet- box ever since liis orchard has 
come into bearing, with the exception of 
one year, when the extreme cold injured 
the fruit, then lie got $2 25 per box. 
\\ . 
N. Mann bought 2,500 more trays than 
was necessary for his vineyard last year, 
and now says he will still need 2,000 more 
trays before he can save his crop. 
Dr. 
Shugart last year had 30 pounds to the 
vine, and a larger yield this year had it 
not been for the storm. 
Consul Lucata, of 
Cephalonia, writes that the average annual 
yield of the raisin crop per acre is 500 
pounds. This means abont three-quarters 
of a ton of grapes to the acre. 
W hat do 
the vineyardists of California think of 
those figures when they are accustomed to 
getting from 20 to 35 pounds to the vine? 
A farmer gives the result of his obser­ 
vation on tlic subject: 
I have an orchard 
of superior apples, of which 1 am a great 
admirer. 
I discovered one spring that 
several of the trees were in a state of de­ 
cline, and upon examination found every 
tree infested with vermin of different 
kinds. 
1 dug the turf from around the 
trunk of cacii tree, and applied half a 
bushel of leached ashes in its place, piling 
them iqi around the body of each tree. 
The improvement in the orchard soon 
became apparent, and I have no doubt if 
tiie same process were repeated annually? 
it would lie attended with like favorable 
results. 
1 examined the trees last fall and 
found all of them clear of vermin but one, 
which L purposely omitted applying the 
ashes to. 
This leads me to the conclusion 
that ashes destroy the vermin, and like­ 
wise promote the growth of the trees.— 
[Tribune and Farmer. 
. The potato expert of New England is 
A. Rand, of Selbume, Vt. 
He is this 
year growing 700 named varieties, 350 of 
which belong to I». 1\. Bliss’ centennial 
collection, 
lie lias made potato culture 
and the production of new varieties the 
study of a life-time, and he lias a son, 
W. 11. Rand, who takes a a intelligent in­ 
terest in practical anil progressive farming. 
The Early Kose^fiotato reproduces itself 
closely by’seed. 
Many so-called varieties, 
like the Chicago Market, Rosy Morn, 
Early Vermont, the Gem, etc., are seed­ 
lings of the Rose, and resemble it so closely 
as to hardly warrant a new name. The 
third year from seed decides the merit of a 
seedling. 
Many of them lack vitality, 
and very few possess strikingly good char­ 
acteristics. 
One lot of 4.0(10 seedlings 
proved entirely worthless. 
Mr. Rand lias 
tried for years to produce something to 
take the piace of the old Peachblow, that 
seems to have entirely run out. The re­ 
sult of a cross on the old Early blow lias 
produced a round potato, perfect in form, 
with a bright piqk dotted eye and the old 
Peachblow flesh and flavor. 
B. K. Bliss 
has purchased this new potato and named 
it the Perfect Peachblow. 
Mr. Rand also 
grows a considerable quantity of cuctim- 
ts.rs for seed. 
In a favorable year this is 
a very profitable crop, hut risky. 
Rand A 
Son are a good example of special farming, 
which is necessarily becoming more com­ 
mon in New England. 
When intelli­ 
gently conducted, special farming is usually 
profitable, for certainly a man can succeed 
i:est in the line of work for which he is 
specially qualified.-—[N. E. Homstead. 
The Fresno Expositor says: 
Otto Froe- 
lich, who owns a fine place of thirty-one 
and a half acres at the northern limit of 
town, speaking relative to the yield of his 
fruit trees, gave these figures: 
His plum 
trees, he said, averaged him over 200 
pounds of fruit to to the tree this season, 
and his peaches yielded equally heavy. 
The fruit iff four of his peach trees he sent 
to market separately for the purpose of ar­ 
riving at some conclusion as to the value 
of the crop, and was astonished when he 
received liis returns from San f rancisco, to 
find that they netted $5120—$12 80 per 
tree. 
The smallest number of peach trees 
planted per acre is 108, and therefore an 
acre of trees bearing equally heavy would 
give the enormous return of $1,510 50 per 
acre. Of course these trees bore a full 
crop; but supposing liis trees only bore a 
quarter of this amount, could a farmer 
(d an ta crop that would pay him better? 
From an apricot tree Air. Froelieh tells us 
lie took, by actual weight, over 000 pounds 
of marketable fruit, while the lowest yield 
of any of his trees of this variety of fruit 
was 100 pounds. 
His pear trees yielded an 
average of over 150 pounds of choice fruit 
per tree, and liis almond trees are all 
heavily loaded. His grape vines are young, 
but they have a crop of fully four tons per 
acre on them. Twenty dollars per acre is 
as much or more than the grain farmers of 
this county will be able to realize for their 
crops tiiis season. 
Farmers’ wives should not always be 
forgot ton by the press.

Here is what an exchange says about 
strawlierry culture: 
People who grow 
strawberries, and especially on a large 
scale, sometimes suffer quite an inconveni­ 
ence from the runners of the plants filling 
up the space between the rows. Talking 
with a lruit-growcr nothing ago about the 
matter, he told us that this trouble can be 
avoided. The whole secret, it appears, 
lies in (Hitting out the sots in proper posi­ 
tion. 
Plants throw out runners on the 
opposite side from the parent runner ; for 
instance, if a runner creeps out to the 
south and makes a stand, the stand will 
throw out a runner from the south side, 
never from the east or west, until new 
crowns are formed, so all that is necessarv 
is to mark the sets as taken up, and so ar­ 
range them that the runners will all take 
the same direction, and with the row. 
The bottoms of the Feather river, says 
the Marysville App al, arc covered with 
wild grapes. 
Sunday an Appeal party 
went iqi four miles graping. They re­ 
turned with a wagon-load. These grapes 
are a small purple variety and make the 
best jam and jelly. 
Now is the time to 
get a winter’s supply. 
Tame grapes are 
cheap enough hut they do not make such 
delicious jam as the wild variety, and you 
don t have the fun of gathering them. You 
can get up a nice party, have good com­ 
pany through the day, have a lunch on 
the river bank, climb the trees for the 
grapes and have n good day’s rest and 
recreation, and then of course you will lie 
invited out this winter to eat the jam made 
by the ladies of the party. 
If bones are really as valuable as they 
are claimed to be by some for grapevines, 
every one has the means at hand for stim­ 
ulating his vines to a wonderful vigor. 
It 
is said that if a hone is placed in the earth 
near the root of the grape, the vine will 
send out a leading root directly to the 
hone. 
In its passage it will throw out no 
fibers, but when it reaches the bone the 
root will entirely cover it with the most 
delicate fibers like lace, eaeli one seeking a 
pore of the bone. On this bone the vine 
will continue to feed as long as nutriment 
remains to be extracted.—[Farm er and 
Tribune. 
The Colusa Sun learns from good au­ 
thority that W. W. Smith, of Yaca valley, 
lias 100 acres iff orchard from which lie 
made last sea. ’ii over $32,000. 
His farm 
embraces 140 acres, and he was ottered 
and refused $140,000, or $1.000 an acre for 
the land. Air. Therber, of the same place, 
has 72 acres, from which he netted over 
$20,000 last year, and he also refused $1,­ 
000 an acre for his land. 
Land in that 
vicinity is going up. 
A tract that last I 


spring sold at auction for an average of 
$142 50 an acre, in 20-acre lots, now 
readily sells at $250 an acre. 
Salt in their food when cooked, for 
poultry, is a very proper seasoning, but 
salt given in its raw state is deleterious, if 
much of it is eaten by fowls. 
We do not 
recommend its use in any form, save mixed 
with their mash of scalded meal and 
boiled vegetables.
